SCHOOL REPORT. 


During the past year all the schools in town, except No. 
4, had thirty weeks for their school year. No. 4 school 
was in session in the fall only, as there were so few pupils 
in the district in the spring and winter terms that they 
were transported to No. 3. 

The number of tardy marks in some of the schools is 
very noticeable, and in most instances they might have been 
avoided. If parents could realize how much benefit to the 
schools and to their children their visits to the school- 
room would be, we should find a larger number of visits 
recorded. 

The new schoolroom at the Centre schoolhouse was 
used in the fall and winter terms, twenty-nine different 
pupils having entered the grade for which this room is 
used. Other pupils from the primary school and from 
other parts of the town will enter this grade in the spring. 

Below we give school expenses for the years 1898 and

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These figures show that although the school appropri- 
ation for 1899 was larger (in order to fit up the new 
schoolroom), yet enough has been saved on school supplies, 
etc., so that the town has really paid for school expenses 
in 1899, only $73.99 more than was paid for the preced- 
ing year. The school supplies for the past year cost over 
$100 less than for either of the two preceding years.

The transportation question is a difficult one to meet, 
and it would best be solved by a town vote for the mile- 
age system. School attendance could be better regulated 
by a town vote also. 

The question of employing a-superintendent of schools 
is being discussed by most of the New Hampshire towns 
around us. A law passed at the last session of the New 
Hampshire state legislature gives state aid for this pur- 
pose, and the subject should receive the earnest considera- 
tion of all who are interested in making our schools what 
they ought to be. | |

LIBRARIAN OF THE INGALLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY, 
For THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 1899. 


As we submit the annual report of the library, it is with 
the conviction that the institution is fulfilling the purpose 
intended by its donor and its guardians, the trustees and 
the townspeople. The work done by the library has met 
with very complimentary notice by the New Hampshire 
library commissioners, and it is with much satisfaction 
that we announce the invitation received from the United 
States Commission to the Paris Exposition, for our library 
to contribute to the American Library exhibit at Paris, 
such material as will represent the methods and character 
of work done by the library. As the space allowed for the 
American Library exhibit at Paris is very limited, itis a 
special honor and privilege for our library to contribute 
the material requested, such as bound volumes, catalogues 
and supplements, labels, cards and photographs. Such 
material will be on exhibition during seven months in the 
temporary buildings at Paris, and then it will be _ per- 
manently preserved in the fire-proof capitol at Albany, 
N. Y., as a part of the library museum, always open freely 
for inspection to visitors. 

During the past year, ninety volumes were added to the 
library, by purchase, besides gifts and state and govern- 
ment reports of forty volumes more. The new books have 
increased the circulation in the last part of the year, as 
will be seen from figures given below. The number of West 
Rindge library books given out at the Ingalls library, is 
more than four times that for any preceding year, show- 
ing the benefit of the West Rindge Branch Library. 

Among the gifts received by the library, were a set of 
-World’s History from Dr. Fred Jones, of New Ipswich, and 
four framed pictures, reproductions of famous works of art, 
from Miss Ware. 
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The ‘‘ Congregationalist”’ is loaned to the reading room, 
and with other loans, it is hereby gratefully acknowledged. 
There has been the usual call for books for school use, and 
the number of juveniles circulated is larger than for last 
year. A number of specimens have been added to the 


herbarium.
